Right now, I am hoping to make a living in the home 
repair business. I have also put my name up with the local ironworkers union in San 
Antonio.

Bath agents 
suggested it would be vary helpful if someone of hi ah authority would right a letter 
to the Pardon's Board in my support.

1 expect that at age 65, 
I will, have a pretty good retirement from the Ironworkers Union retirement plan - 
probably about $3,000 per month. I will also obtain the maximum social security. 

I am a regular .Habitat for Humanity volunteer. I worked on three houses in 
Pittsburgh California and two houses in Richmond, California.
